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STRASBURG MINSTER.

The Grand Cathedral In Flames.

A correspondent of the Allgemeins Zeitung, writ-

ing from bhefore Strasburg, August 25, says: —
“The Minster burns ™ was at length our sorrowin
conviction, as towarda 2 o'clock A. M. we furae

from the sight of the fNlames; as If stunned by a

neavy blow, and walked slowly homewards In
gilence, Nosound escaped us, eachh was possesaed
by a griel as for the loss of a pergonal friend, the
feithfol and revered of many long years, and woas
pewildered as il his higher thoughts sought vainly
thelr long-accustomed resting place! The sleep
into which one sank at_last from sheer exhanstion
was no shelter from those words of woe. In the
watches of the night *“T'he Minster buarps!"” sounded
in the ear, aud the fArst waking thoughts found no
other ntterance than, again, ‘“T'he Minster burns [

But to my story. We had been informed that the
cannonading was to-day to be increased in foree,
sud to begin at a late hour from the east and south.
It was after ¢ o'clock, when, once maore on our way
to the Mnndolsheimer Hohe, we found some qiimi-
culty in the darkness in avolding the trains of
wagons carrving huge trées and munitions to the
fortress, a difticulty to which these In tura must
kave been subject from a strong body of Uhlans
which they encountered. At length we stood on
the ridge of the hill, near the bench erected there
for the Grand Duke of Baden. The raias of yeater-
day were glowing and smoking still, It was 10
o'ciock when the signal-fires on our side sent up
their flames at regular lntervals,

The Thomaskirche in the cfity stood out from the
flames behind it 88 from a background of gold, On
the ramparts a fire was Kindled, probably a barrel
of pitch, by the light of which men were working at
the defepnses, A concentrated but changing light
ghowed a large building, probably A lazaretto. In
the distance we saw the flash of guns, like summer
Ughtning, and—such s man!—having come here to
see the continuation of this spectacle of horror, we
grew impatient as 10 and 11 o'clook struck and all
was yet calm and silent. Some of our party retired
nomewards, *“T'nere will be nothing to see to-night,””
it was satd; and many believed that the command-
ant must bave sent & llag of truce, bearing, perhaps,
the surrender of the city.

The night was grnwln% verY cold, Towards the
west a vigorous cannonading began, which was an-
swered Irom the fortress, Shells rose in the alr,
fa'ling on to the ashes of yesterday’s nres, and kind-
ling fresh ones. But these flames—streaming high
into the air—they must come from a lofty building.
It is the nave of the Minster! Hither and thither
ny culations, dontis, hopes, assurauces, The
broad and heavy cloud of smoke prevents all cer-
talnty. One maintains that the Minster is distinctl
vigible to the right of the great fire; another wu;i’:

ual energy that he can see It on the left. The
olcers of higher rank are aﬂlembllnﬁ on our hill,
The Grand Doke stands specchless and motionless,
with Intense gaze fixed wupon the mighty lames,
whose merciless tongues stream ever higher and
wider and brighter into  the alr, What
must have been his feelings at such a mo-
ment? Furlous, and yet more furions, grow the
crack and roar of the batteries, thelr hoom accom-
panied by a hissing nolse, and producing a strange
and heart-strring sound. T'ne fires and the firing
seenod ce but- ever and agall arose the
dounbs whether indeed the Minster was on fire. At
Jength all hope 18 at an end. The fame [ already
licking up the side of the tower. A throb of paln
thrills through every heart, as we 100k al each other
in dead sllence. The expression of each face s to
be read but 100 easily in the fat.shining light of the
names, clear almost a8 that of day. The thunder of
the artillery is ceaseless; rockets Ny hither and
thither; what keeps us here? The deep inward ex-
cltempent and the ever increasing cold of the night
unienrewrn homewards, but to stir [rom the spot
is Im {iile, From a tree near us owls v forth

d fit hooting over the vineyards, What a
cry of mourning will arise from the days o
come, sounding onward througn all history, over
the work of this night! Presently an ordnance
officer brings word that hand grenades are falling
in our Immediate pelghborhood, and we turn
toward our quarters. ith heavy hearts we parted
from our companions; the feeling that we must re-
main €r, together bear thls new BOrrow, pos.
rcgsed each mind; but at last we were compellied to
separate, a spectacle will be that Minster—
in runing! How melancholy, beyond power of words
t.oniu:mrl:f the coming entry lnto Strasburg! The
rennion of Alsace with the German Fatherland, ac-
com ed asitis with diMoulties of no common
kind, and needing for their conguest the natmost care
and ceution, will be rendered Incalculably more dini-
cult by the destruction of this Minster, and that this
great event, this restitution of the booty of
well nigh two huodred years, should bear so biack a
merk as the sacrifice of such a building 18 horrible
to thiok upon.

Alternoon—I have just returned from the Mun-
dolshetiner Hohe, AL the frst glance I drew freer
breatl. There lay Strasburg with Ite various burn-
ingruins; but the Mi stood yet nninjured, the
Lower yet rose vravely of old up into the aky !
My joy was of short dumstion. ‘Through a good tele-
ecope it {s plainly 10 be seen that the nave of the
chareh is a:ully destroyed, How wide-spread and
complete may be the destruction s not to be seen
from my position ; perhaps It lanot even caloulable in
Strasburg itself. Thus the fearful fact to which one
has s0 resolutely refused bellel 18 clear as the day-
light which reveals it. Into what insignificance
sinks now the destruction of a hop-store, of bar-
racks, of moeh hay and siraw, and of the Hospital
for Foundliings ! All these time and money may re-
place; but the Minster!

THE ENGLISH MISSION.

———

P. Morten, the New Minister—A
Sketeh of hin Unreer.

After repeated rumors that the Government
had long been dissatisfied with the course of
Mr. Motley as Minlster to England, the name
of the Hon. Frederick T. Frelinghuysen was
finally sent by President Grant to the Senate as
his successor, on the 14th of July last. Mr.
Motley's friends made an earnest effort in the
Henate to defeat the confirmation of his succes-
gor, but failed., Mr. Frelingbuysen, however,
declined the appointment, his letter to the
President being withheld from the pnblie
for some weeks, Since it has been made publie
the air has been full of romors as to who would
next be tendered the most responsible of ounr
diplomatic posts, but it was not until this morn-
ing that the President’s definite intention was
made known. A reliable Washineton despatch
published elsewhere announces that the Presi-
dent has tendered the position to Hon, Oiiver
P. Morton, of Indiana, and that the latter has
signified hig acceptance of it,

Oliver P. Morton was born in Wayne county,
Indiana, on the 4th of August, 1823, and is
therefore in his forty-eighth year at present.
He was placed under the care of a grand-
mother and two aunte In Ohlo, in Consequence
of the early death of his parents, and served
for a while with his brother at the hatter’s trade.
At the age of fourteen he entered the Wayne
County Seminary, being described as being at
that time “‘a timid and rather verdant-looking
youth, too shy to bear, with head erect, a
master's look.” Ile subsequently entered the
Miami University, at Oxford, Ohio, where he
showed great proficiency in his studies, espe-
cially in forensic exercises. He left coll ege
however, without graduating, and returning to
Indiana, studied law, and was admitted (o the
bar in 1846, soon atlaining a pozition among
the first lawyers of the State.

In 1852, e was elected a Clrenit Court Judge,
as o Democrat; but when, in 1854, the Demo
cratie party repealed the Missouri compromise
and paseed the Kansas-Nebraska bill, Mr. Mor-
ton, who bad been known as a Free-soil Demo-
crat, abandoned his old party and alded in
forming the Republicun party, of which he was
from the firel one of the acknowledged leaders
in Indiana. In 1856, he received the Republican
nomination for Governorof his native State, but
was defeated, after a vigorous canvass, by
about H000 votes. When the vital struggle of
1860 approached, the Republicans of Indiana
put forward an unusually strong Btate ticket,
with the name of Henry 8. Lane for Governor,
and that of Oliver P. Morten for Lieutenant-
Governor, This ticket was trimmphantly
elected, and in January, 1861, in accordance
with the previons understanding, Lane was
elected to the United Btates Senate and Morton
was duly insugurated as Governor of the State,
His position, like that of all the Governors of
the loyal States, was one of extreme difficulty, but
be devoted himself with untiring energy to
the task of upholding the administration of
President Lincoln in the efforts of the Govern-
ment to suppress the Rebellion. He was among
the most zealous and proficient of the celebrated
“War Governors,” and by a never-ceasing
anxiety to promole the comfort of the Indiaoa
volunteers, justly became a great favorite in
the camp and field. He likewise enjoyed the
entire confidence of the President durlng this
critical period of our history.

In 1802 the Democratic party carried the State
election in Indiana, but Governor Morton's term
was for four years, and the country was not de-
prived of his sterling services. The Democratic
majority of the Legislature which was in session
in the winter of 1802-63, having insolently
refused te accept Governor Morton's messageon
the state of the country and Its re-
quirements, then drew wup a Dbill n
eaucus, which was deslgned to strip him of all
his military power and lodge i1t In the hands of
four Democratic 8tate officers, but this scheme
was foiled by the withdrawal of the Republican
members, leaving the Legislature without a
quorum after the bill had been engrossed ready
for its finnl passage.

In October, 1864, Mr. Morton was re-elected
Governor of Indilana by a majorily of 22,000
votes, and continued in (he active discharge of
the duties of this office’ for another year. In
the summer of 1865, however, he was attacked
with partial paralysis, and was forced to make
the journey to Europe, a8 the only chanee of
averting o fatal result. He remained abroad
several months, and on his return resumed the
dutles of the Governorship, until 1867, when, on
March 4, he resigned, to take the seal In the
Sennte to which he had been elected.

Althongh erippled by disease, he has con-
tinned to discharge fully the duties of the Bena-
torship, and by [requent eclaborste orations
on \he lmpeacement of Andrew Johnson, on re-
construction, and especially on financlal ques-
tlong, bas achieved & reputation ams an orator,
and fairly risen above the rank of
the mere politician to the dignity
of statesmanship. In the feld of

FROM EUROPE.

Prossinn Terms of Peace,

Loxpoxn, Bept. 25.—The Prusslan Monifeur
(official organ), published at Berlin, contains in
its issne this morning two notes from Count
Von Biemarck to ambassadors of neatral
powers to the North German Confederation in
relation to the propositions for peace now under
consideration. The first of these notes Is dated
Beptember 15, in which is urged the necessity
for better and more material guarantees against
a new attack by France, and espeieally upon
the States of Bouth Germany, Bavaris, Wartem-
berg, and Baden. Hence the need on the part
of Germany of possessing those fortresses which
are now a perpetnal menace,

In the second note Bismarck repudiates all
idea of German intervention for the reorganiza-
tion of France, but says if Strasburg and~Metz
remain in French hands the offensive of France
overpowers the defensive of Germany. These
material guarantees alone will give peace,
while France retaining these places will always
consider a truce as enabling her to chose her
own time for a renewal of hostilities. Germany
asks only passive strength to resist such
attacks.

UNSUCCRSSFUL ATTEMPTS TO BURN THE WOODS,

Desperate attempts were made, nevertheless, o
turn these woods, butso much rain had recently
fallen and the trees were still 80 green and full of
Sap that no quantity of petrolenm would coax them
to blape and consume. They gave out plenty of
smoke, which drifted overabundantly into the city
when the wind blew from the sonthweat: but there
was no confingration, Iwent up on the heights of
Montmartre to see It, but nothing could be discov-
ered beyond biszing barns and hayricks seton fire
to prevent them from falling lato the hands of the
Prussiane,

Here then the woods remaln, and there too are the
Prussians in them. Iere the enemy have concea'ed
themselyes in the dayume, and henoe they have
emerged at pight and early dawn—resting twelve
hours or more, then mak forced marches of two
or three days, alwaya methodically but resolutely.
All thore ciusters of trees which form the w
and copses called after Notre Dame and Saint Mar-
tin, Gros Bols, all that remalns of the once vast
Forest of Bonily, have been thusjocoupled by Prus-
slane,

They advanced along the Orleans road to antgny.
where they cut the lines, They fonnd the ford ve-
tween Ablon and Athils, and, as the Seine 18 now
low, they soon crossed It, wilth water up to their
walsts, Immediately they procesded to constroct
a4 pontoon bridge at Juvisy, where the rallway
branches off toward Chatillon.ie-Petit and Vitry,
By this movement they avolded the bridge at Joln-
ville-le-Pont, which had beem blown up at the ap-
proach of the Uhlans,

From this Eolnt. they rapldly gained the Bols de
Ferrieres and Meuadon, and presently Versailles—
wherein the old palace of the Kiogs of France, in
the anclent “hnnunf-box" of Louis X111 measlears
the Uhlans rested thelr weary limbs on Sunday
mhé. No time has been 106 by them in getting to
WOrk.

GENERAL VINOY'S DEFBAT.

Reconnoitring parties went out from the French
#lde, ana General Vinoy's Corps had a sharp skir-
ruish lust Friday with the advance guard—some say
**the rear guard,” which seems more likely. Men
fell on both sides; but the General whose retreat to
Laon has already made him famous in the army
finding the Prussians outnumbered him, retired
under the forts of Charenton and the guns of Vin.
c¢ennes, The strength of the Prussinns was estl-
mated at from 80,000 to 47,000, and they had cleverly
contrived during the night to plant a battery on the
helghts which cover Mely, near Cretell.

treat. This 18 called the eombat of Oretell, The
same evenipg a skirmish took iplace on the right
bank of the river, between the forts of Charenton
and Ivry; but though It has been christened the bat-
tle of Ivry, It does not appear to have outgrown the
proportions of an inconsiderable encounter.

All this time the Prussians were creeping into the
Bols de Clamart under Meudon, and were already
masged there when it was semi-officially announced
that they had not been seen in that vicinity., Pro-
bably they had good reasons for not exhibiting them-
seives, Chatilon, which was yesterday the scene
of a serfous tight, lles, as before stated, between the
Forts of Montrouge and Vanves, that of Ivry being
beyond the latter D, In & line with a farm
called La Verrerle, he space between the two
first-named forts 8 ocoupied by a redoubt, unfor-
tunately not yet milg armed, but ntmﬁ 48 a defense
with utzmil{ troops behind it. To obtain possession
of this redoubt was the object of the Prussians yes-
terday, but it was defeated.

Already,on the previous day, the Division “Exea,"
of the 18th of Venoy's corps, hadget out on a recon-
noisance to foll the Pruosslan column signalled
towards Cnoisy-'e-Roy. A brisk affalr took place,
the advantage in which remained with the French,
as they claim, with a logs of 6 killed and 87 wounde.
The oMicial Frenoch reports estimate the Prussan
loss at 400, of whom 58 were killed, The I'russian
forces amg@unted to from 8000 to 4000, and were
marching upon Versailles, forming the rear-guard
of a much larger body which was turniog the posi-
tion of Chatillon and Clamar.

A FREKCH BUCOUESS,

This fact had been ascertalned by General Ducrot,
who, with four divisions of [nfantry, ocoupiod 1=
t.ons extending from the heights of Villejuif to Meu-
don., karly yesterday morning <(ieneral Ducrot
advanced from his post to reconnolitre,
himself opposed by heavy masses concens
trated In the woods and \'ula{cs and sup-
ported Ly formidable artillery. A sharp en-
counter took place, buat the French were
outnumbered and retired. A part of the right
effected this movement in good order; but another
portion, In eifecting i, exhibited what the oMeial
statement calls “to-be-regretted ﬂracl itation.” The
wing that kept its formation reached the redouot or
earthwork constructed on the elevation of Chatillon,
The left, belrg but feebly attacked, was able to keep
its position on the heights of Vﬂle{luu.

Al this moment the Prusslans hurriedly opened a
terrific fire, and the stress of the cannonade became
80 heavy that General Ducrot was obliged to with-
draw his troops within the protection of the forts,
This wovement he accomplished about 4 P, M., after
astoggle which had lasted the best part of the day,
with s slight Interruption. At 10 in the morning he
splked the eight guus in the redoubt under the eyes
and the fire of the Prussians, and withdrew beneath
the Fort of Vanves, These statements [ give on the
authority of the first official bulletin, which was soon
followed by a tscript, statiog that the French
artillery fired 25,000 shot—emcial ures more or
les8 credible—and twice silenced the fire of the
enemy.

BERAVERY OF THE GARDE MOBILE,

The Garde Mobile fought most bravely, and with
the steadiness of old troops; but o%tha other hand,
the Zouaves of the 28th Regiment 0f the line fled at
11 in the morning, throwing away arms and accou-
trements. The majority of the fugitives were
arrested later in the day by the National Guards apd
the Garde Moblle,

Gieneral Ducrot, who escaped from Sedan, ex-
plajned the presence of the I'russians at Mendon
thus:—0One of thelr columns I8 marching upon Vers
rallles by Blevres, turning the wood of La Verrieres,
To effect this mevement, they detiched a small
column of infantry and cavalry, which reascended
the Blevres (there is both a stream and a village of
this name) near Petit Blcetre and the percossion
cap faoctory of Meudov, It {8 sald that General
Trochu Intends to call into Paris all the troops
which are now onts de and not engaged in scouting.

GREAT PRUSSIAN LOSS AT FORT IVRY.
